Oear Mr. Shaneyfelt; 

I have received your bill for falsely represented expert tea tlnony at $35.00 an hour. 
Unspeakably arrogant and indecent ae ie this fraudulent Misrepresentation. it ia far 
iron your worst o££e nses against decency. 

You nieused the processes of the court and the immunity It grauted you to - mVo false 
and dafaauttory remarks about mo that ware In no way relevant to the deposition's pur- 
pose* or the questions asked of you. Tou said you bed wanted to sue *o over »y wrisinn 
in one book only, that which daals: ! ‘ir*th the suppression of photographic evidence in 
the ao-callad investigation of tna aesasainatlon of «u American President, tou, of 
course, ware th® photographic expert ia that "investigation,” 

tour purposes were obvious, to try to poison the wall of information available to 
Judges and to pretend that I do not know what I say, that I have sons glad of inaidi- 
ona ulterior purpose in an entirely unpaid labor of aany yeera. 

how that book waa published tan years ago. It was the third of the books iu which I 
addressed your work. Whatever you nay have discussed with the Office of Legal Counaal 
of the FBI ten years ago or at any earlier or subsequent tine, nalthar you nor any 
other FBI agent nor any Warren Coawission counsel or Member nor any other one person 
of ell the hundreds about whom I have written In seven books has written or phoned so 
to complain of unfair treatment. 

In the deposition you claimed a desire of tou years ago to sue me. You 1 11 do that wt »*u 
oh r traps whistle front the backs of cows jumping over a green-cheese tnooul It mold have 
beau Improper for me to respond whan you pulled what I presume is the practice of a 
life-til** of experience at dirty tricks In the guise of testiieeny. however* at the 
end of the session I did tell Mir. tfoschelle of the FBI's Office of Legal Cousnel that 
if you want to sue I'll bo only too happy to waive any statutory limitation*. You can 
sccapt this letter as that waiver. 

I reiaember enough of what I wrote ten years ago to be confident you will not sue and 
will not subject to examination what you did and did not do as the photographic expert 
when yoir F resident was killed and you weee aeeng those whose responsibility it was to 
prevent harm to him. 

You reenacted the crime • with the wrong camera and from the wrong place. Your re- 
enact of those six seconds that nullified our system of society was 30 percent in 
error as a result. You were aware of this error and assured those whose ’’expert” you 
wore not to be concerned, thst you lied added a mark to indicate the poftnt at which 
shots were fired.

Without your ywra of Fill training anti experience, I would cot call thla cha re d * a 
roaaact&ent. 

Tou testified to your numbarlng of the framaa of the film of tha aaaaaalaatlon. In 

your numbering you Just managed to akip from 207 to 212. You daacrlbod aa 212 what 

quit# claarly la not 212 but ia In part 212 and part 203. Uhtt a raaarkafclo coinci- 
dence whan In tha official account it la at. 210 that tha President could have har> hit 

for tho first tine. 




On this crucial photographia evidence you testified to * straight-line relationship 
between this photographer, the late Abraham Zspruder, and another, Phil tfillia. You 
even prepared mi elaborate exhibit T reproduced in facsimile. It shows this straight- 
line relationship between both cameras, with the President between them. The photo- 
graph you selected for your exhibit van snapped, by universal agreement and 100 percent 
of the testimony, after the Prosi dent had been hit. 

Your expert testimony did not include vhfcher or not Willie is showu intthe Zapruder 
filia st t this point, as la absolutely necessary for the official account of the ***** el- 
ection to be within possibility , 

Uor did your expert testimony to the Commission include any information about what the 
motion picture film ceputred and preserved thet is not visible oo projection. This le 
a nutter about which in the testimony for khlch you now claim ex part fees you else at- 
tempted to obfuscate. 

On exposure that movie film captured 20 to 25 percent wore than ia visible on projec- 
tion. This film, between the sprocket holes, also just happened to disappear forever 
when those four framea were reuiovad from the original. It la not duplicated la the 
copying process, as you also know and did not testify to. Thu*, the ona possible mean* 
of establishing photographically whether or not Willie was in Zaprudar'a file at the 
time he had to be for the FBI 9 # explanation of the assassination to begin to be tenable 
disappeared forever - and thia was not included in your expart testimony. 

Without benefit of your years of FBI training and experience, I was able to address 
this daf iuitlvely ia a roauner that escaped your vaunted appertlse. 1 did examine this 
marginal material, thia 20 to 25 percent of the film that you never once testified to 
when it waa your solemn, I think close to snared, obligation to testify to it* I ex- 
amined thia marginal material in the individual slides made by LIFE maga^ln^e , In those 
frames that were not aotiohow destroyed without yoor giving any testimony on thet, 
either. Examination of the frames prior to those destroyed ehowe thet prior to Frame 
210 Willis had taken nia picture, removed hla cenara from hie eye and hid miked into 
the a treat, exactly as he testified. 

This meana , of course, that his picture of the President afte r the President had been 
shot was taken befor e Praia* 210 and on this basis alone destroys you and the FBI 1 a 
’solution' to the ertoe. 

Consistent with this, you ^ re -enactment ' of the crisis was predicated upon that same 
shot having * truck tie President ia the neck. With this preconception the photograph * 
of the reenactment do show the lTaposalblllty of that shot also having lnflletad all 
five wounds on Governor Connolly, another requirement of the FBI's ‘ solution” to that 
most horrible of crimes. 

In ray continuing work and thank* to F0IA, I wee hblc to obtain other suppressed official 
evidence. Incredible as it may seem, the FBI never obtained the official certificate 
of death and in those boaated-of thousands of its reports and the Coiamissicm's 300 
cubic feet of files thora was no single reference to the existence of a death certifi- 
cate. It was executed by the President’s own physician, Admiral George Barkley. I 
recall no FBI interview with Or. BhrUlcy nor any Indication of any FBI Interest in a 
death certificate. JmUmutad, you went ahead with your photographic expertise. And 
thus you had no interference from the fact that the death certificate shows year reen- 
actment, based on oil those years of FBI experience, was a fake. The President was 
wounded, in the word* of that death cortlflc ate, at the ''level of the third thoracic 
vertebra*" This A* six inches lower than your expertise placed It in yoer "reeoaot- 
nent* '' 

Without thia very special kind of expertise, I am sure you can see the relevance of 
the foregoing to op continuing quest for the relevant sMeatific teats, Including 
those allegedly performed ou the President's garaenta.
